cratic State Central committee met her 
today with eighty members present 
forty-eeven proxies beiux represented 
Chairman Rut cell Wilson called the 
Meeting to order. 


C. IT. lianlon opened the proceedings 


'by presenting reaolutioDs.providing thai 
'no person be allowed to act by proxy un- 
less be is a member of the county which 
the proxy represents. This resolution 
precipitated a lengthy argument. 


Finally the motion to lay Haulon'a 


resolution on the table was carried by 
vote of 51 to 25. 


R. P. Hammond Jr., H. J. Corcoran, 


J.TXCarr, B. H. Tucker and Fred Cox 
were appointed a committee on creden- 
tials. 


A committee on order of business was 


appointed as follows: Max Popper of 
San Fmncisoo, Eugene Germain of Loa 
Angeles, A. C. Faulsell of Stockton, J. 
T. Thomson of Uumboldt, W. B. Jacobi 
of Tulnro. 


Wheu it came to a vote where the 


state convention should be held Fresno 
bad everything ita own way. C. F. Han- 
Ian moved that Fresno be selected, and 
W. K. Jacobs and D. £. Edwards also 
made short speeches in favor of that 
town. Fred Cox spoke for Sacramento, 
H. J. Corcoran of Stockton stated bis 
town withdrew from the contest in favor 
•f Fresno. 


When the question came to a vote and 


Fresno had received 122 votes to 8 for 
Sacramento, Cox moved that Fresno be 
•nanimouely Delected, which was done. 
The basis of representation will be one 
delegate at large for each county, and 
•ne delegate for each 200 votes cast for 
Poud for governor in 1891, and one dele- 
gate for each fraction of 200 votes larger 
than 100. 


Tfie Democratic State Central commit- 
tee decided this afternoon to hold the 
State'Domocratic convention at Fresno 
on Tuesday, May 17th. 


The chairman announced that there 


were three vacancies in the state com- 
mittee, viz: 
Sam Rainey, resigned; 


John R. Cook of Lake, dead; and A. 0. 
Bortlifcr, expelled. 


The executive committee granted 


power to till the vacancies. 


The convention adjourned until 8 


o'clock this evening. 


The evening eoasion was occupied in 


the discussion of plans for. reorganiza- 
tion, but definitely was decided upon. 
Shortly after midnight the committee 
adjourned until tomorrow noon.

Bcorcli corn on the cob till it forms a 


charcoal. Then feed it to the chickens 
onco or twice a week. 


The tool room should have an open 


Hoca.etc., 
to be put up for the winter may bo 
quickly dipped and drained. A Bj>oiige 
will cover plows, mower, etc., instantly. 
Pnt away bright, under oil, they will be 
ready for action Trhonevor needed. 


Sweep out tho wagon house whenever 


dirt has accumulated on tho floor. 
Cliooso a time when tho best carriage 
is out and then the dust will not settle 
on it. To prevent clouds of dust, strew 
tho floor with moist earth or dampened 
sawdust. 


It is sometimes recommended to put a 


lamp in tho cellar when tho temperature 
is getting near tho danger point. A pot 
of live coals covered with sheet iron or 
a Hlcillet is better. It makes more heat 
and is not unsafe. The lump may ex- 
nL-xlfi or l>c knocked over.
